affectionate good-bye, or of a melo­ 
dramatic mock hero who wiRhes to 
impress a fair one with his gallantry 
and courage.

t# carry the messages of t.lie eyes and 
ears to th e commanding brain. 
The eyes.and ears of an army are its 
scouts, its cavalry, its aeroplanes. Its 
balloons, Its spies, its photographers, 
its observer*. 
The braid Is the cam- 
lunndlug general and his stuff.
